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AmeriTech hosts summer: computer camp for сива children

Twenty-one South Bay school 
children, ages 6-13 are participat- 
ing in a unique summer educa- 


tional program at Ameritech. 


Institute in South Bay this sum- 
mer, exploring different career 
opportunities while improving 
their academic and secial skills. 

The . AmeriTech Institute 
Computer Càmp; funded througli 
a grant from the Palm Beach 
County Housing Authority with 
transportation and other services 
provided by the South Bay Police 
Departmient, is a six-week pro- 
gram, from 10-am. to 2 p.m. 
Monday-Friday. 

The program begins with mili- 
tary style drill instruction con- 
ducted by South Bay Community 
Policing Officer Terry Moore at 
the housing complex. The children 
are then transported, to the 
Ameritech Institute where they 
are encouraged to. read a book а 
day, present oral book reports, use. 
computer programs emphasizing 
science and history, and improve 
their academic skills. 

Each week of the program 
emphasizes a different vocational 
or professional skill, and presen- 
ters from different fields visit the 
classroom to make presentations 
tothe students concerning careers 
in environmental science, hospi- 
tality and travel, health, commu- 
nicatiofis and law enforcement. 
An extensive video library cover- 
ing the various topics the campers 
will explore was purchased and 
videos are shown. before and after 
field trips to reinforce what has 
been learned. The children are 
given lists‘ of vocabulary words 
related to each profession and 
children are encouraged to learn 
to spell those words and are 
taught how to write thank you let- 
ters to the presenters who visit 
their classroom.

were tired. 

The 737 leveled ое 29,000 
feet, and the New Orleans 
French *Quarter awaited her 
arrival. It was to be a quick, 
four-day, weekend getaway. 
Sleeping in.Watching the mes- 
merizing people on Bourbon 
Street. Relaxing, 

“Attention, passengers.” The 
Captain's voice had a higher 
pitch than it had revealed dur- 
ing the routine announcements 
just two minutes ago. “If there 
is a doctor on this flight, could 
you please press your call button.” 

“This isnt happening,” 
Cortez, thought to herself as 
she glanced around the crowd- 
ed cabin. She sighed deeply, 
then reached for the button. 

“Come with, me,” the flight 
attendant Фарр 2 she 
motioned toward the front of 
the plane. Cortez di e the 
frantic-look on the attendant's 
face as she almost ran toward 
First Class. 

As she passed through the 
curtain, she nearly fell over a 
man on the floor, She looked 
down, between the heads of two 
other flight attendants hover- 
ing over this man, apd could 
see his blank face.

Cortez pulled at hé aly 
shoulders to create enough 
room to work in the tight aisle 
space. "Do you know CPR?" 

One flight attendant 
responded hastily. "I just took 
the course last week." 

“Good. Get down here!" 


As the attendant assisted 
Cortez in beginning the resus- 
Citation effort, the physician 
tossed some quick questions 
toward anyone who would lis- 
ten.There weren't any answers. 
Nobody knew this man, or 
knew anything about him. He 
had simply slumped out of liis 
seat and onto the floor. 

“What equipment do you 
have on board?" Cortez asked 
as she pumped rhythmically on 
the man’s chest, A man 
appeared with a plastic box 
that was marked “First Aid.” 

Cortez was starting to think 
that she would be doing CPR 
for a long time. Oh, how she 
wished for all of that electronic 
gadgetry from the ER. If only 
one of her emergency nurses 
and an ER tech were here. 

But then a second uniformed 
man pressed another» box 
against her arm. 

“АҺ! Yes! An AED!” she said 
with relief. 

The uniformed man was 
pulling the Automated Exter- 
nal Defibrillator out of its case. 

"They showed ús how to use 
these a couple months ago,” he 


said calmly “But. M a

man helped her apply some 
sticky pads to the unfortunate 
man’s chest, and then flipped a 
switch on the front of the AED. 
There was ho time to waste. 

The airplane was banking to 
the left now, and someone from 
the cockpit was explaining to 
the passengers that they would. 
be landing in Tampa due to a 
passenger emergency. 5 

Cortez. .focused on - her 
patient. "That's . what I 
thought," she said as the defib- 
rillator machine began calling 
out orders to ‘stand clear.’ 

An electronic hum became 
louder and higher in pitch. The 
machine was charging up. 

“It’s gding to deliver a shock. 

"s in Ventricular Fibrillation. 
Get back!” 

The AED fired.The. man's 
chest jumped briefly. Cortez 
studied his chest for any signs 
of breathing, and ran her fin- 


gers along his neck. 

No pulse. 

The whine of.the AED could 
be heard, and it began its 
countdown again. 

A second shock was deliv- 
ered, and the man's chest 
jumped again. This time, when 
her fingers ran alongside his 
neck, Cortez got what she had 
hoped for. 

“He’s got a pulse!” She rocked 
back on her” knees and 
mouthed the words “thank you" 
at the ceiling of the plane. 

*Now, let me see what you 
have in that other box." 

Although there was no IV 
line supplies or any cardiac 
drugs, she did find an oxygen 
mask, and connected it ovér the 
man's mouth and nose. His res- 
pirations were getting deeper 
and deeper now, although he 
had not yet opened his eyes. 

Cortez sensed.that the plane 
was in a steep descent. She felt. 
the man's wrist pulses, trying 
to' gauge the adequacy of his 
blood pressure and heart rate. 
He still was not awake. But, he 
was breathing and he had a 
pulse; so she had.some time to 
try to assess the situation fur-

An AED has the ability of 
detecting the fatal Ventricular 
Fibrillation rhythm in a car- 
diac arrest victim, and of deliv- 
ering an electric shock to the 
victim’s chest in an effort to re- 
start a heartbeat. Ventricular 
Fibrillation is always fatal 
unless the heart can be 
Shocked back into a more use- 
ful rhythm within a few short 
minutes. 
death results within five or six 
minutes of a cardiac arrest. 

Several airlihe companies 
have now placed AED's on their 
commercial passenger aircraft, 
and have trained many of their 
flying employees in the use of 
these machines. In addition, 
some large department stores, 
police departments, and others 
have purchased AED's.

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Don’t open. windows if tornado ‘approaches 


Mike Lyons 


“Sorry, I don't do windows." 
That's what I said to my wife 
the other day while we were 
cleaning the house. A lot of 
folks think they should, howev- 
er, especially when a tornado is 
approaching. 

Chances are you've heard 
this advice before: if a tornado 
is heading toward your house, 
open the windows. If you don't, 
according to'this advice, your 
house will explode. 

The theory suggests that if 
you. don't open the windows, 
the air pressure inside your 
house would be greater that the 
air pressure outside the house, 
particularly inside the partial 
vacuum of the tornado. This 
difference in air pressure would 
force the walls and roof of your 


house to push outward and col- * 


lapse. 

"Its rubbish," said Dr. Joe 
Eagleman. "All opening your 
windows will do is get your car- 
pet wet" 

Eagleman is a professor of 


meteorology at the University 
of Kansas and an expert i in tor-

tight," he said." In other words,

than windows that will relieve 
pressure differences. Secondly, 
its the strong wind of a tornado 
that knocks down the wall of a 
house, not the air pressure.” 
Eagleman and other resear- 
chers spend a lot of time going 
over houses hit by tornadoes. 
In most cases, they discovered 
that only three walls had fallen 
outward, not all four as you 
might expect if the house had 


exploded. 
*We noticed that the wind- 
ward wall, the wall first 


exposed to Ше “tornado, had 
blown inward," he said."That 
meàns it was the wind from the 
tornado, not the pressure dif- 
ferences, that knocked down 
the wall." 

So, opening your windows 
won't help and it could actually. 
hurt. Dr. Eagleman says flying 
debris from a tornado often 
breaks the. window. “That 
allows the wind inside the 
house, he said."When that 
happens the wind will push up 
on the roof and out on the walls 
destroying the house.”

says, "it is generally the south

A closet or a bathroom are 
good choices as well. Generally, 
you want to seek shelter on the 
lowest level of your house and 
away from all windows. 
Tornadoes strike quickly, some- 
times without warning, so it is 
important that you know where 
to go. In most вез, you'll only 
have a few seconds to respond. 

The ‘next time”a tornado 
warning is issued.for your area 
remember what I told my wife: 
"I don't do windows." Neither 
should you when a tornado is 
coming.
